THE RED RIVER REBELLION.
Waine the Canadas are deeply discontented
with their present form of government and
with their colonial dependence upon Great
Britain, they are extremely anxious to fasten
an equally odious yoke of their own construc-
tion upon the people of the Ked River dis.
trict. They can illy brook the insult offered
to the New Dominion, in the heyday of its
youth, by an open deflance of its authority,
and varions menns to restore DBritish sway
are now under consideration., A cable tele-
gram announces that the Under Secretary for
the Colonial Department announced yestor-
day in the Homse of Commons] that a de-
mand bhad been received from the Canadian
Government for regular troops for the Rled
River expedition. The expenses of the little
army would well-nigh bankrupt the impover-
ished treasury of the New Dominion, and
if regular troops are to be employed against
the Red River robels, British taxpayers must
foot the bill, They, in turn, have so often
learned by bitter experience how little benefit
they realize from the enormons outlays in-
ourred in distant wara, that they grow more
and more strongly inclined with each new
year to lop off their unproductive colonies
altogether rather than to fight their battles,
The arguments in favor of this policy would
probably possess at least sufficient weight to
prevent the proposed appropriation for
troops for the Red River expedition, if a por-
tion of the ambitions statesmen of Great
Britain did not still warmly cherish the dream
of building up arival and antagonistic power
on our Northern frontier. They are espoci-
ally anxious to maintain all their North
American possessions unlil the practical
workings of the new railways mcross the
continent are fully understood; and if they
see that our gigantic internal improvements
endanger in the slightest degree the com-
mercial dominance of Great Britain, they will
never rest content until a competing rail way
is comstructed through the British American
possessions, It is therefore probable that the
British Parliament will grant aid, in some
form, to suppress the rebellion. Meanwhile,
it is said that the Canadians, while awaiting
the decision of Parlinment in regard to the
regular troops, have under consideration the
offer of Colonel Johnson, a Sioux chief, who
proposes to place eight hundred Sioux In-
dians at their service in a campaign against
the Red River rebels; and if the DBritish
Government has not made a greal
advance in humanity  since the
days of the Revolution and the war of 1512,
it may ocountenaunce this infamouns proposi-
tion. When pressed by inordinate ambition
on the one hand and a luck of disposable
civilized soldiers or of money on the other,
itis s characteristic featurs of the Dritish
policy to call in the aid of maerciless savagos,
and to send them forth on such errands as
the mnssacre of Wyoming, Muany of the
Bioux, and especially those who arein the
habit of passing and repassing the boundary
line between the Ited River scttlements and
the United States, are invelterate enemies of
the Awmerican peopls, They butchered in
Minnesota, a few yoars sgo, bundreds of
white settlers; they have slanghtered, in de-
tail, many of our citizens since; and their
rude ideas of polioy prompt thom with an
eager desire to crush out the existing disposi-
tion of the Red UHiveriosurpents to annex
their territory to the United States: so that
these bloody and relentless murderera nre
the uatural allies of the courtly Britisl noble-
men, and tho proposed co-operative move-
ment wonld strictly aocord with the antece-
dents of the high contracting parties,

A vapoE part of the time of the United States
Senate yesterdauy was taken up with a very
gilly and  totally unnocessary discussion with
regard to the claims of different States
to the honor of having raised the first troops
in response to the war protlamation of Presi-
dent Lincoln in April, 15861, '"The diseussion
arose out of » resolution offered by Senator
Cameron, directing the Military Commitlee
to suggest some appropriate testimonial in
honor of the volunteers of Pennsylvania and

Mnssachusotts who, on the 18Lh of April, 1861, I
marched through the city of Baltimore to
dofend the capital of the eountry, they boing
the first troops who responded to the war
proolamation of the President of the United

States.  Benator Uanmeron cortainly had
no idea that wsuch a resolution as
this wonld ever pass  the  Senale,

and ho must have known that it wounld exoits
jnst the kind of disonssion that actually took
place. Henators from a dozen States were on
their feet in a moment, eager to dispute the
claims of Pennsylvania and Mussachusatis,
and to advocate those of their own section,
and, after a good denl of buncombe and brag
on all gides, the resolution was finally reforred
to the Military Committes, who will probably
drop it into their waste-paper basket, so that
it will be heard of no more. It is a matter of
historieal fact that the Pennsylvania and
Massachusotts volunteers did arrive first at
the capital, but it is also true that in other
States there was an equal prompiness in
rallying at the call of President Lincoln, and
it is & matter of comparatively little import.
ance which State was the first to send men to
Washington. The passage by the Senate of
any such resolutions as that of Senator Came-
ron would do very little good, and it would
make a great deal of ill-feeling; and although
it may serve itd end in making some political
capital for Mr. Cameron, it is to be con-
demned as a piece of buncombe that was
unworthy of a Senator of the United States,
We allude to this matter particularly for
the purpose of showing how eager Congross-
men are to honor with their lips the soldiers
who defended the Government, and how ex-
ceedingly slow they are to do them simple
jnstics in matters that really concern their
welfare. The Benate has now under con-
sideration a bill that has received the approval
of the Honse of Representatives, which pro-
poses Lo do a grievous wrong to the
regular officers of the United States army.
It proposes to legislate a number of
them ount of the service, to put a stop
to promotion, to reduce the pay of some of the
higher grades and to abolish some of those
grades—the attainment of which are the ob-
jects of legitimate ambition in the army—
altogether., The plea for this action is
cconomy, and it is perfectly characteristic of
the men who profess to represent the Ameri-
can people in Cougress that they should com-
mence to retrench and cut down expenses by
reducing the rank, pay, and perquisites of a
class of public servants who are distingnished
by their fidelity, ability, and integrity. With
a civil service that is a disgrace to the country,
and that is notorious for its incapacily and
corruption, with a host of hangers-on and
retainers at the COapitol who do mno daty
whatever worthy of the name, and wilh ex-

pensive  perquisites of its own, such
a5 the franking privilege and all
the items that are included

under the head of *“‘stationery,” this assault
upon the officers of the army is not credita-
ble to Congress. The general {eoling of the
country is that retrenchment ought to begin
in the Capitol, and Congressmen who will
consent to have their own salaries eut down,
who will abandon the perquisites that draw
80 many thousands of dollars annually from
the Treasury, and who will ngree to give us a
respectable civil service, and to abandon the
present disgraceful system of political barter
and sale of the public offices, ean then with
some grace call upon the officers of the army
to do their share in reducing expenses. The
people of the country and the soldiers who
fought to preserve the Union are not all fools,
and they can easily understand the difference
between such a resolution as that offered by
Senator Cameron yesterday and the bill now
under discussion in the Senate to which we
have alluded.

110K PAYMENT OF MEMDICRS OF
PARLIAMENT.
Ix the Dritish House of Commons yesterday
a member askeéd permission to bring in a bill
providing for the payment of members of
Parliament. Permission was refused by a
majority of 187, which settles the fate of this
new measure of reform for the present; but
there can scarcely be a doubt that it will be
revived and carried at no distant day. Suach
a measure is abselutely necessary, if Parlia-
ment is to be like the Congress of the United
Btates, the real representative of the people,
and not of a privileged class, In the debate
that took place, Mr. Gladstone said that he
regretted the inability of poor men
to serve in the Honse of Commous,
and ke ardeutly wished to see the
representatives of the people present. His
reasons for opposing the measure were that it
was generully thought that constituencies, ns
betler judges, should do the paying when
necessary, a8 in former times, and that gratui-
tous services were the rule in Fogland, Mr,
Gladstone's objections seemed to be merely
founded npon the fact that the non-payment
of members was the custom, and that be did
not care to see that custown abolished, but so
long a8 he does opposo such o measnre 8% the
one under discussion, his professed wish to
see the representatives of the people in the
House of Commouns will seareely be considerad
as very deep rooted or sincere.  The payment
of members by thelr couslitnancies will not
be found to work now-n-days, and if it were
to be tried it would open the deor for an un-
limited mumonnt of corrnption; and the only
#afe and rational plan is that adopted by the
United States. Until the members of Parlinment
are paid, poor inen are practically excluded,
and the entire control of the Government
rempins in the hands of the wenlthy clasges
that have always wieldod it.  As a measure
of reform this is sdarcely less important than
the extension of the franchise, and in spite
of the opposition oianifested at present, it
will certainly follow ere many years as a
natural sequence to those other reforms by
which the bounds of liberty are being ex-
tended in England, and the systom of govern-
ment being more than ever brought into con-
formity with that of the United Btates, with
the reul power of the Btate in the hands of
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the people to whom it rightfully belongs,

the 1600 colored voltera of the State would hoave
sought the polls despite the ralp, for the more
nevelty of the thing., Of late years a Demooratic
viotory has been Ly no meand uncommon in Con-
necticnt, In 1867, the Democracy cartied the Stute
hy 957 majority, and at the spring electlon of 1365,
their majority was 1766, At the Presidentisl slection,
hoeld Ister in the year, tha Republican majority was
8045, showing thut an important lssue Is all that (s
needod to draw olt a fall vole and give a handsgome
Republican majority. The Democratic victory of
Monday last, such ss It wns, regulted merely from
the apathy of the Republican voters, who wers more
afraid of the raln than the unterriged,

The Hon James BE. English, the newly-eleoted
Governor, 8 a native of tho State, and was bhorn at
New Haven In Mareh, 1512,  Early inlife he entered
upon moercantile purauits, and eontinued to do busl-
noss a8 & merchant until 1856, since which he has
been extepsively engaged in several branches of
manufacture, o 1855 he entered upon pelitieal Hle
and was elocted a momber of the lower houte of the
State Legislature, and In the following year n mem-
ber of the State Benate, to which body he declined a
re-eleotion. In 1860, he was the Democratic candi-
date for Lieutenant-Governor, but was deieated by
o small mpjority, In 1561 be was olected a Repre-
sentadye in Congress from the Second Jistriet, heing
re-elected in 15808, Wille a member of Congress,
Governor English waa o conslstent Democrat in
most things, but not in all, He indaiged In no
factions opposition to the war for the
Union, being one of the sixteon Democrats who, in
February, 1505, voted for the thirteenth amendment
to the Pederal Constitution, by which slavery was
forever abolished in the United States, In 1566, Mr,
Engiish went before the people of his State for the
first time as the Democratic condlidate for Governor,
ITe was defeated by General Hawley by only pdl
votes, encouraged by which, and supported by his
honorable record at Washington, le again became &
candidate In 1547, and was sucoesainl over General
Hawley by 987 votes., In 1588, he was re-elected
Governor by 1765 majority over Marshall Jewell, but
in 1800 was again aefeated, by only 411 votes, by
Jewell, 1le now onters upon his third term, and,
uside from  his political aniliations, will make about
as good o Governor as Coanecticul coild well
desdire

Markhall Jewell, the defeated Republioan candl-
diate for Clovernor, was born in Winchester, N. 1L,
October 24, 1526, Lo cariy life he sacved an apprens
tieeship a8 & tanner with his father, removing in
1847 to lartford, Conn , where he worked for some
time in his father ¢ currier shop. Ile then learoed
the telegraphing basiness, which he followed for
gome time in New York, Ohio, Tenpassee, and Mis-
sissippl, heing at one time guneral superintendant of
the welegraphic lines between New Orleans and
Noshvile, In 1550, having returned to Hartford,

he  ountered  into partnership with  his
father, the manufacture of lelting  being
added to the business of the firm, which has

become one of the most extensive nod prosperous ol
the Kind in the conntry,  In 1550, und several suc-
ceeding years, he travelled extensively in Europe
on business and pleasure, and in 1863 entered politt-
¢al life, belng defeated as the Republican candidate
for Governor by Mr. English, as above stateds In
1569 he was more successful, but fortune Las again
ohanged and fonl weather counted him in the mino-

rity. Previous to the formation of the Republican
party lie was 4 member of the Whiy organizntion.
